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ALBERTA’S COAL. 

Coal from Blairmore has replaced 
Fernie coal in the blacksmith shops 
in ttown. It is quitc equal to Fernie 
coal for ail purposes, its oniy disad- 
vantage being that it gives off more 
smoke. It came into use here, not be- 
cause it was betier than the Fernie 
coal, Sut because the Fernie people 
thought they had a monapoiy of that 
kind of coal. The opening of mines 
of coking 2°4 blacksmith coal at 
Blairmore on the east side of the sum- 
mit of the Rockies means a@reat deal 
to the mining regions of British Colum- 
bia and through them to the Territories 
ard all Canada. Not only is the quan- 
tity of that quality of coal shown/ to be 


illimitable, but the fact that the 
Blairmore mines are under other man- 
agement than those of Fernie relieves 
the danger of monopoly, which was 
feared so greatly at one time. Oppo 
sition ia the coal trade will relieve the 
mining industry of British Columbia 
from any possible danger of a squeeze 
by the coal barons, and it will therefore 


be on that » much sounder 
founda‘ion. The Fernie codl 
fields were hoomed so per- 


sistently and scientifically that most 
peaple in Canada and the States be- 
lieve tha* these fields contain dll the 
coal in the Canadian West. As a mat- 
ter of fact the Fernie fields are only 
a patch to the coal fields of Alberta. 
_ But it was taken for granted even in 
Alberia that there was no profitable 
coking coal outside the Feruie fields. 
This would give those fields a jibiono- 
goly of the supply of the smelting ‘in- 
dustry, but not gf the general fuel 
supply. With the fact once establish 
ed that coking coal exists east, of the 
summit of the Rockies there is no say- 
ing to what extent the vast coal meas- 
ures of Alberta in the fogt hills and 
mountains may turn out to be of cok- 
ing quality. A seam of coking coal 
has been worked for a pumber of years 
for Wacksmith purposes on the upper 
waters of Sheep Creek, south of Cal- 
gary an4 west of Okotoks, a - point 
nearly 100 miles north of Blairmore. 
As yet the deposits known to exist all 
along the eastero slopes of the moun- 
tains for 500 miles from the Crow’s 
Nest Pass to the Peace river, have not 
been prospected for quality. But if 
those at Blairmore and. Sheep Creek 
are of coking quality it is more than 
likely that a like quality may be found 
at otber points. Alberta’s coal fields 
include all qualities from cook stove 
coal to anthracite. They are the most 
extensive coal fields in . the ‘known 
world and directly and indirectly they 
represent incalculable, wealth. 
a 
REGRETS. 

The Winnipeg Telegram, organ of 
the Roblin government, regrets to an- 
nounce that the reduction of two cents 
per hundred on grain to Port Arthur 
over the Canadian Northern lines did 
pot go into effect on October Ist {as 
promised in July last, for the very 
good reason that the line is not com- 
pleted. The reasons given for non- 
completion of the line are: Lateness 
of the ratification of the agreemeni 
by parliament, bad weather, and 
scarcity of labor. It is still expected 
that the line will be completed by 
November, but that will be too laie 
for the crop of the present ceason{.to 
get the benefit of the expected two 
cent reduction in rate. Ie an inter- 
view with the Telegram Premier Rob- 
lin says ihere are two reasons why 
tbe ‘promised reductigma in rates has 
not been made. One is that the line 
is not completed. The other he is not 
in a position to disclose at present. 
The premier would have done well to 
have been content with stating the 
one reason, withowi hinting at an- 
other. If the line is noi completed i 
is.a clear case that grain cannnoti be 
carried over it at a reduced or any 
other rate. Until the line is com- 
pleted no other reason can be effective, 

The premier’s remark; indicates that 
there are forces at work to prevent 
the completion of the agreement be- 
tween the Canadian Northern and the 
province of Manitoba, outside of na- 
tural or physical causes. The public 
are interested in knowing what these 
forces are. They may be of various 
kinds, such as a desire on the part of 
the province or of the railway com- 
pany to go back an their bargain; or 
the securing of control of the com- 
pany’s source of funds by opposing in- 
terests. Whatever the cause Premier 
Roblin should either have said less or 
have said more. Either he should not 
have indicated that there was any- 
thing wrong, or he should have said 
jusi what was wrong. r 
In addition to the announcement 
that the line to Port Arthur will not 
be completed in time to haul out any 

part of this season’s crop before the 
close of navigation it as also 
mentioned tbat work on the 
extension from the Dauphbia region io-

BRANDS AND OWNERSHIP. 


. Among the amendments to the crim- 
inal code passe at last session of par- 
liament is the following throwing the 
burden of proof of righiful ownership 
op, the person in whose possession an 
animal bearing the registered brand 
of another person is found. The sec- 
tion 707 a reads: ; ’ 

“In apy criminal prosecution, pro- 
ceeding or trial, the presence upon any 
cattle of a brand or mark, which is 
duly recorded or registered under the 
provisions of any act, ordinance ‘or 
law, shall ke prima facie evidence that 
such cattle are the property of the 
registered owner of such brand or 
mark; and where a person is charged 
with theft of cattle, or with an of- 
fence under paragraph (a) or para- 
graph (b) of section 33la respecting 
cattle, possession by such person or 
‘by others in his employ or on his be- 
haif of such cattle bearing such a 
brand or mark of which the - person 
charged is not the registered owner, 
shall throw upon the accused the bur- 
den of proving that such cattle came 
lawfully into his possession or into the 
possession of such, others in his employ 
or on his behalf, unless it appears that 
such possession -by others in his em- 
ploy or on his hehalf was without his 
knowledge and without his authority, 
sanction or approval.”
